New York mail flyer forced down 
in “HelFs Stretch,” told how he 
rode his crippled, plunging plane 
down 12,000 feet before taking to 
h.s parachute. His first intimation 
of danger, he said, was a sound 
“like the smashing of a box.” He 
saw his left wing hurtle off into 


space. 
“My head must have been 
thrown against the side of the 


cockpit with enough force to daze 
me,” he said. “I could pull the 
throttle back, but I wasn’t able to 
find the switch. As we entered 
the clouds (at 13,500 feet) the otb- 
er wing let go. I still wasn’t able 
to find the switch and began to teli 
myself that I had better be getting 
out. I tried to unfasten the catch 
of the safety belt, but my hands 
wouldn't respond.

Result of Advisory Report. 


The decision to hold an interna- 
tional conference is regarded here 
as a result of the report of the 
Young Plan Advisory Committee. 
which said Germany could not meet 
its conditional “payments at the 
close of the Hoover moratorium. 
July 1, 1932. 

It was learned authoritatively 
that some nations have been at- 
tempting to find out whether the 
United States. is likely to accept a 
reduction in debts due it in propor- 
tion to any cuts in German repara- 
tions. Official circles hold that the 
American attitude is likely to prove 
an important factor in the parley. 
The newspaper Ami du Peuple 
says Europe finds itself between 
the hammer and the anvil—-be- 
tween a Germany which refuses to 
pay and an America which exacts 
payment. 

The French press regards the 
proposed conference as an endeavor 
to settle: permanently the problem 
that has been .xitating the nations 
since the close of thé World War. 
Petit Parisien says the French 
and British Governments will 
sponsor the conference and invited 
other great powers to participate. 
The pariey would precede the 
world disarmament conference at 
Geneva by about two weeks. 

The attitude of the United States 
will have a powerful if not a de- 
cisive influence on the mecting in 
the opinion of Le Temps. 


Need of U. S. Aid. 
“Without the aid of the Ameri- 
cans the adjustment of intergov- 
ernmental debts cannot be useful- 
ly examined,” the paper says, “and 
in that case one must proceed on 
the narrowly limited domain of the 
Young plan. 

“The Germans deceive them- 
selves if they imagine the question 
will be put otherwise at the gov- 
ernmental conference than at the 
consultative commiitee’s meeting at 
Basel. 

The Journal Des Debats says 
“the American policy and the 
feebleness of the former Allies in 
Europe regarding Germany have 
created an absurd and dangerous 
situation.”’ 


U. S. Net Expected to Send Official 
Delegate.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Par- 
ticipation by the United States to 
the extent of sending an official 
delegate to a world conference on 
reparations was regarded today as 
unlikely in. view of the attitude of 
the American Government. that 
reparations and war debts are not 
directly interlocked. | 

There was a lack of official in- 
formation or comment on such a 
conference, but by some ovservers 
it was assumed that Washington 
might be asked to send an unoffi- 
cial observer. 

That a conference of the repara- 
tions-collecting powers might lead 
to negotiations on other inter-gov- 
ernmental del ts is the official view. 

It was regarded as improbable, 
by most obser-ers here, that there 
would be a direct motion for taking 
up at The Hacue both reparations 
and debts.

JANITOR, WIFE AND 
BABY AMONG VICTIMS 


Roomer Also Loses Life — 
Search for Other Bodies 
Delayed by Danger of 
Walls Falling.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 26. 
—-Five persons were killed early 
today in a fire that swept the five- 
story New Court Hotel. Only 31 
of the 48 known accupants had 
been accounted for, however, and 
police expressed the belief that 
others also had lost their lives. 

Search for more bodies was 
slowed up by the fear of collapse 
of floors and walls. Damage may 
reach $100,000. 

The dead are Samuel Knight, 
janitor of the building, his wife 
and two-week-old baby and an un- 
identified roomer. Knight's body 
was found near a door, indicafing 
that he was rushing for help when 
overcome, while those of his wife 
and baby were found in a bed. All 
deaths were due to suffocation. 
Later, another body, that of Robert 
North, about 60, an employe of the 
place, was found. 

The blaze had gained headway 
when the fire was discovered and 
roomers on the upper floors were 
trapped by fire and smoke. Some 
of the guests managed to reach fire 
escapes and others were assisted 
down ladders. 

Many of the occupants had re- 
tired for the night «nd were awak- 
ened by Ernest McCarthy, nephew 
of Mrs. Della Wilson, manager of 
the hotel, McCarthy suffered 
burns. 

Mrs. Wilson, the proprietor, re- 
ported the loss of $600 and a 
diamond ring valued at $1000. The 
roomers reported loss of all prop- 
erty except the scanty attire in 
which they fled. 

Charles Lemburg, a cripple, man- 
aged to hobble from the building, 
leaving behind his wooden leg. 


6 LITTLE GIRLS PALLBEARERS 
AT FUNERAL OF SLAIN CHILD 


Parents of Marian McLean, Sep- 
arated 18 Months, Reunited by 
Her Death.

CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 26.—Fu- 
neral services were held today in 
St. Patrick’s Catholic Church, Cov- 
ington, Ky., for Marian McLean, 6 
years old, kidnaped and slain sev- 
eral days ago.

Among the mourners at the serv- 
ices were Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Mc- 
Lean, parents of Marian, reunited 
by sorrow over her death, after a 
year and a half of separation. 

The mass was celebrated by the

said it was sung “in honor” of 
Marian, and not “for her.” Six lit- 


tle girls, Marian’s playmates, were 
the pallbearers. Burial was at La- 
tonia, Ky. 

A house-to-house search of the 
neighborhood where Marian’s body 
was found last Tuesday and ques- 
tioning of several suspects. have 
failed to produce the man who kid- 
naped her eight days ago. 


TESTING EXTRACTION OF GAS 
FROM LOW-GRADE COFFEE 


Brazil Hopes to Salvage Product 
Which Otherwise Would Be 
Dumped in Sea. 

By the Associated Press.>~ 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Dec. 26.— 
Experiments in extraction of gas 
from low-grade coffee, which_oth- 
erwise would be dumped into the 
sea, were begun in Brazil yester- 
day. 

Simoes -Lopes, former Minister 
of Agriculture, and official experts 
undertook the experiments at Nic- 
theroy, where illuminating gas 
made exclusively of coffee will be 
supplied for four days.. Dr. Lopes 
said 100 kil ms of coffee would 
produce 66 cubic meters of gas, as 
compared with 30 cubic meters 
obtained from a similar quantity 
of coal. 

The National Coffee Council sup- 
plied 30 tons of coffee for the ex- 
periments. Under the Government's 
plan for relieving the market low- 
grade coffee would be destroyed.

8 KILLED, 50 SHOT 
WHEN TROOPS FIRE 
ON PESHAWAR MOB 


Soldiers Called After Police 
Charge With Long Sticks | 
on Crowd Described as 
‘Red Shirts.’ 


ASSISTANT CHIEF 
OF POLICE HURT 


Issuance of Law Against 
Agitators Starts Disturb- 
ances at Several Other 
Places in India. 


By the Associated Presa. 
PESHAWAR, India, Dec. 26.— 


Eight men described as “Red 
Shirts” were killed and 50 were 
wounded outside the Kohat can- 
tonment nearfhere today when sol- 
diers fired on a riotous crowd of 
500 persons. The firing occurred 
after police armed with iathis 


(long sticks) cnarged the crowd. 

The Superintendent of Police 
was slightly wounded during the 
disturbance. The rioting started 
after an ordinance declaring Red 
Shirt’”’ organizations unlawful had 
been issued. 

Trouble occurred also in Pesha- 
war and at neighboring places, 
where persons who wore the garb 
of the agitators were arrested. At 
the village of Tehkal police shot a 
man who was resisting arrest. <A 
fight occurred at Baffa yesterday 
when the police were stoned, tut 
authorities were in control of the 
situation there. 

The Provincial Government is 
empowered to arrest, detain and 
control persons suspected of sub- 
versive activities, to take posses- 
sion of buildings under suspicion, 
and to prohibit or limit access to 
certain structures. : 

Authorities may control the sup- 
ply of any commodity in general 
use. They have power to declare 
illagal “associations dangerous to 
the\public peace.” 

Special criminal courts are set 
up to deal with agitators. A penalty 
of two years’ imprisonment or a 
fine or both is decreed for viola- 
tion of an order forbidding entry 
into specified areas. One year’s 
imprisonment and a fine may be 
imposed for dissuading persons 
from joining the army or spreading 
false rumors. 

The “red shirt’ movement, so 
called from the attire of its mem- 
bers, has been variously identified 
as of Communist origin, of purely 
anti-British complexion, and as af- 
filiated with the Nationalist Con- 
gress. 


American Suspected of Red Activi- 
ties Is Allowed to Leave Ship. 
MARSEILLES,, France, Dec.* 26.

CHIGAGO ANNOUNCES HIGHEST 
TAX RATE IN ITS HISTORY 


Proposes Increases Up to 9.5 Pct. 
Above 1929 and 30 Pct. Above 
1928 Levy.

CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—The high- 
est tax rate ever levied in Chicago 
and Cook County was announced 
today by County Clerk Robert 
Sweitzer. The 1930 tax bills, pay- 
able Jan. 1, 1932, carried an in- 
crease of 9 to 9% per cent above 
the 1929 rate, and approximately 
30 per cent above the 1928 levy. 

The tax rates fixed for the prin- 
cipal townships of Chicago ranged 
from $6.58 to’ $6.88 on each $100 
assessed valuation, comparing pith 
a range of $6.03 to $6.29 for the 
1929 taxes and $4.61 to $4.83% for 
1926. The assessment value is taken 
as 37 per cent of the actual ap- 
praisal value. 

The governments of the city and | 
county have borrowed their limit 
on the 1930 taxes and the money 
remains to be collected. This is

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WOMAN, WHO HUNG 
~FOSHAY JURY; INLED 


Mrs. Clark Sentenced to Six 
Months and Fined $1000 
for Contempt. 


By¥ the Associated Press. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 26. 


—Mrs. Genevieve A. Clark, only 
woman jurér in the recent Foshay 


trial, today was held in contempt of 
court on the ground that she com- 
mitted perjury when examined for 
service with the panel. 

Mrs. Clark was sentenced to serve 
six months in’ the county jail by 
Judges Gunnar H: Nordbye and 
John B. Sanborn of Federal District 
Court. They rvled that she had 
given “false and disarming’’ an- 
swers when examined as a juror, 
concealing that she was a former 
employe of a Foshay firm. 

It was Mrs. Clark’s insistence on 
acquittal of W. B. Foshay, Minne- 
apolis promoter, and six associates 
that resulted in discharge of the 
jury after a week’s deliberation in 
the trial of the seven men on mail 
fraud charges. Eleven male jurors 
all voted for cgnvictiOn on all 17 
counts. 

In addition to the jail term, Mrs. 
Clark was ordered to pay a fine of 
$1000. A stay of 42 days was 
granted by the court, which added 
that “while her conduct was repre- 
hensible, we must recognize the 
fact that it has in a large measure 
carried with it its own punish- 
ment.” 

“Mrs. Clark has brought upon 
herself the contempt of the com- 
munity in which she lives,”’ the de- 
cision says, ‘“‘not because she voted 
for the acquittal of the defendants 
in the Foshay case, but because 
her’ vote was not believed to rep- 
resent her honest conviction based 
on the evidence and the law.” 

‘While’ Mrs. Clark listened calm- 
ly, the opinion of the Judges was 
read in which they found that. in- 
formation regarding one of the 
Government’s chief witnesses in the 
Foshay trial had been conveyed to 
her during its course by her hus- 
band, D. D,. Clark, real estate op- 
erator. Mrs. Clark had been placed 
In custody of a bailiff with other 
jurors but hail been visited fre- 
quently by her husband. Mrs. Clark 
had told other jurors that the wit- 
ness, C, M. Coble, Omaha account-

Not for Commercial, Indus- 
trial or Agricultural Pur- 
poses, Survey Shows — 
Restrictive Measures Only 
Partly Effective in Panic.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 26.—Inten- 
sive participation of banks in the 
securities market, it was reported 
by a Senate committee today.,. exag- 
gerated business fluctuations and 
undermined economic stability. 

The statement appears in a re- 
port by a special committee named 
by the last Congress to survey the 
national and Federal Reserve bank- 
ing systems. It is headed by Sen- 
ator Glass (Dem.), Virginia. 

“The experience of the last 10 
years,”’ the report said, “lends spec- 
tacular confirmation to the view 
that the more intensive participa- 
tion by commercial banks in the 
capital market exaggerates finan- 
cial and business fluctuations and 
undermines the stability of the 
economic organization of the coun- 
try. 
“The further participation by the 
banks in the security markets 
through security affiliates hag the 
same general effect.” 

Banks Don’t Want Any Curbs. 

The Glass Committee found 
banks almost unanimously opposed 
to further restrictions on bank in- 
vestments in securities. The re- 
port said “the almost universal re- 
sponse” to a questionnaire sent out 
by the committee was that present 
restrictions were sufficient. 

“One large- New York bank 
qualified such an answer,” the re- 
port said, “by saying that they 
were adequate for central reserve 


‘cities, implying that banks outside 


New York and Chicago should be 
further restxgicted in their security 
purchases.” 

The committee gave figures to 
show.that investments of banks in 
securities outside of the Govern- 
ment, railroad and -public utility 
groups haye increased considerably 
in the last decade. . 

Its check-up covering 1930 
showed that practically half of the 
security investments of the banks 
were outside this field, whereas 
“less than 40 per cent was so in- 
vested 10 years before.” 

“The increase in holdings outside 
of these groups was especially 
marked in the case of smaller in- 
stitutions,” it said. 

Changes Since World War. 

A study of security loans, 
committee found, indicated, 
such advances have been a major 
element in American hanking only 
since the World. War.” 

The report said that a question- 
‘M@ire showed “much the “ larger 
part of security loans were 
made for commercial, industrial or 
agticuitural uses, but rather ‘ for

| SANTIAGO, Chile, Dec. 26.—A 
communist uprising against the 
Government of President Juan Es- 
| teban Montero led today to an or- 
der that radical agitation be 

crushed throughout Chile. 
It was the official reply to an 
outbreak in which nearly 20 per- 
sons were killed and many more 
wounded yesterday in Atacama 


Province where soldiers and cara- 
bineros defeated communists. in 
fights at Copiaro and Vallenar. 

A large band of insurgents, 
armed with two machine guns, is 
still hiding somewhere on the Pam- 
pa back of Copiapo and is being 
hunted by troops. The insurgents 
are the survivors of a- well-organ- 
ized group that seized the Copiapo 
barracks and held them for, three 
hours before it was dislodged in an 
attack in which 11 persons, two of 
them women. bystanders, were 
slain. 

In Vallenar communists fired on 
police, killing one and wounding 
others, when the police ordered a 
meeting to disperse they barricad- 
ed themselves in a large building 
and fought until carabineros rout- 
ed them, inflicting more casual- 
ties. The carabineros were work- 
ing under orders from Santiago to 
“dislodge the reds and wipe out 
agitation, using whatever force is 
necessary.” 

It was said unofficially that if the 
authorities can place responsibility 
for the uprising its leaders may be 
executed immediately. 

“> Fighting at Vallenar continued 
last night and it was reported that 
two caribineros and one Communist 
had ,been killed. 

Today’s newspapers praised the 
work of the caribineros and urged 
the people to unite “in,the face of 
the Communist menace.” 


Three Killed in Comniunist Riots 
at Trujillo, Peru. 
By the Associated Press. 

LIMA, Peru, Dec. 26.—Three 
persons were killed and six wound- 
ed in a Communist riot at Trujillo 
Christmas eve, the correspondent 
of El Comercio reports. . 

The trouble began when small 
groups of Communists paraded in 
violation of a police order. Their 
numbers increased when the 
marchers fired into the air. Police 
padlocked the Communist meeting 
place and three were killed when 
the Communists stormed the police 
guard. The correspondent said the 
authorities were in control and 
that Christmas passed quietly. 


| OKLAHOMA PRISON GUARD 
SHOOTS ESCAPING CONVICTS 


Wounds and Recaptures Two as 
They Slide Down Rope at Peni- 
tentiary at McAlester.

McALESTER, Ok., Dec. 26.—Two 
convicts were shot and recaptured 
early today after they had lowered 
themselves from the front wall of 
the State Penitentiary here. 

J. L. Haynes, 30 years old, serv- 
ing a life sentence for a Jackson 
County murder, and W. E. Collings- 
worth, 31, imprisoned for 10 years 
for robbery, were wounded by Id 
Owens, tower guard. Haynes was 
shot in both legs; Collingsworth in 
the right arm. 

The two men were cellmates. 
They escaped twice before they 
gained the roof of their cell block 
by cutting through the ceiling with 
smuggled tools. After spending the 
night on top of the prison, they at- 
tempted to slide down a rope in 
front of the prison administration 
building. They just had reached 
the ground when they were shot.

Shot in Struggle With Men Dis- 
tributing Coal. Strike 
Literature.

Sizemore, Deputy Sheriff and mine

The account reaching the Sher- 
iff’s office was that Députiles Size- 
more and Dixon came upon Hutton 
and Hall distributing the literature 
in the Blue Diamond Coal Co. mine 
camp about 10 p. m. and asked 
them what they were doing. Hut- 
ton told them and handed the dep- 
uties copies of the literature. Size- 
more grabbed Hutton and was shot 
in the struggle that followed. Hut- 
ton fled and Dixon fired at him 
and then arrested Hab). 

Sheriff Blair said the literature 
urged the miners in Bell and Har- 
lan Counties to meet Sunday at 
Wallins Creek to discuss the strike, 
denounced wages paid coal miners 
and termed the deputies “gun 
thugs.”’ ‘

KILAUEA VOLCANO RESUMES 
ITS SHOW FOR TOURISTS 


Molten Lava Shoots 300 Feet From 
Floor of Hawaiian 
Pit. 
By the Associated Press. 

HILO, Hawaii, Dec. 26.—After a 
“breathing space” of several hours, 
the fires of Kilauea volcano blazed 
last night with renewed brilliance. 
leading experts to hope for an 
eruption that would endure 
through the winter tourist season 
just getting under way. : 

Huge fountains spurting molten 
lava as high as 300 feet from the 
floor of Halemaumau fire pit, 
which is more than a_ thousand 
feet deep, formed th central fig- 
ure in the volcanic show. The 48- 
acre floor of the pit was a sjosh- 
ing, seething mass, having been en- 
tirely covered since Wednesday by 
the liquid rock. The blue smoke 
from the crater gave evidence of 
the great heat set free by the erup- 
tion. The lava crust, in those few 
parts of the pool where the mol- 
ten mass was not in eruption, was 
red hot. 

Hawaii's: tame volcano is one of 
the best of all tourist attractions. 
Although rangers of Hawaii Na- 
tional Park are keeping amateur 
volcanologists away from the rim 
of Halemaumau, there still ig 
enough to see and hear. The pres- 
ent eruption started Wednesday 
afternoon. By that night it was 
estimated every automobile on the 
island was at the valcano or on 
the way there. 


FRENCH SLAYER GUILLOTINED

The encyclical ' commemorates 
the 1500th anniversary of the Coun- 
cil of Ephesus, which condemned 
the doctrines of Nestorius, patri- 
arch of Constantinople. 

The Pope cites history to show 
that the Catholic Church always 
has been the central authority. He 
recalls that after the bitter con- 
troversy at Ephesus, “in that most 
grave extremity,” the entire Chris-, 
tian hierarchy recognized the su- 
preme authority of the Bishop of 
Rome. 

The Pope addresses to Protest- 
ants a paternal exhortation to fol- 
low the example of Catholics in- 
invoking the protection of the 
Virgin Mary as a mediator and in- 
tercessor with God and said; that 
if it was believed Jesus Christ was 
God, she who bore him must be 
called the Mother of God. If Mary

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

S_you pointed out in an editorial, 
A cH» England Does It" ¢Dec. 23). 

the English have tong had and still 
cling to the belief that murderers ought 
to hang, and English Judges have been 
fairly inevitable with their death sen- 
tences whether on convictions or pleas 
of guilty, but American Judges, on the 
contrary, are namby-pamby. 

A few yeats ago a St. Louis Circuit 

Judge refused to impose the death pen- 
alty on an atrocious murderer on the 
specious plea that, if he did, he could 
not go home and face his family, that 
he would not sleep well of nights; and 
similarly, as you pointed out, another 
St. Louis Circuit Judge withheld the 
death penalty from’a murderer of a po- 
liceman during a holdup, on the shallow 
theory that others in the same crime had 
got off with life sentences—his notion 
being, one supposes, that because jus- 
tice falled twice in the case, it ought 
perforce to fail a third time. Thus in a 
short space, if indeed not just now, two 
or more killers will be at large again and 
free to kill some more. 

It is well to remark that English 
Judges hold office under appointment 
during good conduct, that St. Louis 
Judges are political—they go to the peo- 
ple every so often with appeals for elec- 
tion or re-election. There is little incen- 
tive to be hard-boiled with a culprit or 
his lawyer when the culprit or the law- 
yer. nay possibly be able to deliver a 
vote or two or a ward or two.

It is a very grave condition to which this interna- 
tional folly has brought the world, and too much 
haste cannot be employed to retrieve the ghastly 
rors which have been followed by such tragic re 
sults. The conference at Base! was participated in 
‘by the representatives of some of the neutral coun- 
tries of Europe as well as those of the former Allied 
nations. Some of these neutrals, like ourselves, have 
been lending Germany much of the money with which 
reparation payments have been made up to this time. 
Holland has advanced $279,000,000, Sweden $190,000,- 
000 and Switzerland $122,000,000. Our own advances 
have approximated $3,500,000,000. It is thus that the 
paralysis which has fallen upon trade everywhere has 
communicated itself from Germany. The effect of 
the reparations and war debts has been twofold: (1) 
to destroy credit everywhere by imperiling the loans 
with which Germany was reconstructed after the 
war; (2) to concentrate gold in the hands of 
France and the United States, thus depriving com- 
merce throughout the world of the money necessary 
to international trade. Testifying before a Senate 
committee this week, Otto Kahn, the New York bank- 
er, said the war debts and reparations ought to be 
sunk in the sea. Addressing a Washington audience 
a short while ago, Hugh Bancroft, publisher of the 
Wall Street Journal, said the war debts and repara- 
tions had already cost the world many times their 
aggregate and will cost it many more times as much 
before we get done with them. 
The experts at Basel pass this great problem on to 
the conference of governments tentatively set for 
some time next month. Meanwhile, the same unreali- 
zation that made possible the follies of former years 
will retard the obvious remedy so much needed by a 
sick world. It is incredible that we could ever 
have believed any other outcome possible than the 
plight in which the world finds itself today. When

- Insurance is not charity, and cannot be expected 
to meet the emergencies which only charity can meet.

Widow of ‘Father of Chinese 
Republic’ Condemns Leaders, 


Predicts Another Civil War 


Mme. Sun Yat-Sen Calls Former President 
Chiang Kai-Shek, Her Brother-In-Law, 
‘A Political Opportunist’.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 26.—Civil war 
in China by next spring was pre- 
dicted today by Madame Sun -Yat- 
sen, widow of China’s former revo- 
lutionary President, who a few days 
days ago delivered a strong attack 
on the present Chinese leadership. 
Referring to the recent changes 
in the Government at Nanking, she 
said: 

‘These changes will in no way 
alter the grievous conditions exist- 
ing in the Kuomintang (National- 
ist party). It is merely the squab- 
bling of petty chieftains for addi- 
tional spoils.’’ 

The Kuomintang, she said, as a 
leader of China’s revolutionary 
movement, is ‘‘dead.’’ 

Mme. Sun Yat-sen has been a 
revolutionary leader in China ever 
since, as a girl only just turned 20, 
she returned after graduating from 
the Wesleyan College for Women 
at Macon, Ga., and served in the 
provisional Republican Government 
of 1912 with Dr. Sun Yat-sen, fa- 


“Chaos and anarchy exist today. 
Nanking’s bickerings solve nothing. 
They aren't interested in the coun- 
try’s welfare; they have no policy, 
they have nothing but desire for 
personal gain. They will all disap- 
pear when the people arise. 

“Japan will be driven from Man- 
churia then as will all other for- 
eign aggressors.”’ 

“Sun Yat-sen founded the Kuo- 
mintang for revolutionary pur- 
poses,’”” Mme. Sun Yat-sen said in 
her previous interview, “but if the 
party cannot save the nation and 
benefit the people I shall not re- 
gret to see its extinction. 

Own Leaders Destroyers. 

“It is now undeniable that the 
Kuomintang has lost its position as 
the country’s revolutionary party. 
The party’s destroyers, far from be- 
ing external enemies, are its own 
leaders. When Sun Yat-sen died in 
1925 our party lost its guide. 

“Fortunately, however, the Can- 
tonese leaders at that time were 
able to carry on-.the founder’s poli- 
cies sufficiently to carry out the

party’s rule. But since the Nan- 
king-Hankow party split in 1927, 
due to Chiang Kai-shek’s personal 
dictatorship and rivalry between 
the militarists, the party and the 
people have become increasingly 
separated. 

“Corruption and chicanery have 
reached a high degree. Those in 
the central government have occu- 
pied key positions and fattened 
their pockets, while those in the 
local governments have preyed up- 
on the defenseless people. They 
have made their friends happy but 
the people miserable. Opportunists 
have found positions with the rem- 
nant of the militarists and leaped 
into prominence, while on the 
other hand real revolutionists were 
put to death. 

Every Conceivable Crime. 

“During the past five years there 
have been continual civil war and 
political feuds. Our party has dis- 
integrated and the so-called lead- 
ers have stooped to begging mercy 
from foreign imperialists and have 
resorted to political tricks the old 
mandarins never would have 
dared. Under the name of party 
rule every conceivable crime has 
been committed, until the people 
hate the name Kuomintang. 
“More recently Nanking and 
Canton stood at opposition to each 
other, each boasting of its own 
merits. Such terms as revolution- 
ary foreign affairs, democracy, 
etc., were used to mislead the pub- 
lic Really, however, both were 
dependent upon the militarists and 
lived by the flattery of the revolu- 
tion. Both are antipeople and anti- 
revolutionary. 

“Since the Japanese invasion of 
Manchuria, owing to public opin- 
ion both were forced to lay down 
their arms for a so-called peace 
and national unification. For 
months the leaders squabbied over 
party spoils, neglecting the people's 
welfare. 

“Even if the present leaders 
achieve unification in accordance

“These self-interested, foreign- 
controlled politicians, who are in 
no way concerned with bettering 
China’s position, either at home or 
abroad, will fall out before spring 
and then we will have more civil 
war. 

“In the past, springtime to China 
has meant war. The coming spring 
will be no exception. It will be 
a struggle between the Canton and 
Nanking cliques, with the militar- 
side 


Bloody as the coming struggle will 
be, it will determine nothing per- 
manent. It will be merely another 
episode among the many in which 
the country has been victimized 
by the politicians in whose hands 
it is now gripped.

“How long these civil wars will 
continue no one knows, but eventu- 
ally the common people will arise, 
sweeping aside with one stroke 
these public enemies and establish- 
ing a real revolutionary Govern- 
ment.

There, then, is the serious side 
of the play “As Husbands Go,” by 
Rachel Crothers, which the New 
York Theater Guild brought’ to 
the American Theater Christmas 
night as its second subscription of- 
fering of the season. But there is 
another, and really a better side 
to the affair, a comedy element 
which completely overshadows the 
dramatic background. With Mrs. 
Lingard in Europe is Emmie Sykes, 
a wealthy Dubuque widow of un- 
certain age who finds a soul mate 
in Hippolitus Lomi, a Frenchman 
who. does not let the fact that she 
has money prevent his falling in 
love with her. He, too, comes to 


his poet friend despite the interfer- 
ence of Mrs. Sykes’ bydding daugh- 


ter who has a love affair of her 

own. 
It is Mrs. Sykes, admirably 
who 


played by Catherine Doucet, 
makes “As Husbands Go” a thor- 
oughly entertaining play. When 
she is not upon the stage and pro- 
viding laugh after laugh the dra- 
ma drags a bit despite the fact that 
the serious note, at the finish, car- 
ries a real kick. But the piece is 
perfectly played throughout. Glo- 
ria Holden is an excellent Mrs. 
Lingard and Jay Fassett is the re- 
liable and, far-seeing husband. 
Marjorie Lytell makes a charming 
and up-to-date daughter of the 
widow Sykes and although Robert 
Foulk has little to do but look fun- 
ny as Peggy’s boy friend he fills 
the bill completely.

ARY E. WOOLLEY’S father 

was a Congregationalist minis- 

ter in Meriden, Conn., who 
went to the Civil War as a chap- 
lain. He came back imbued with 
an ineffaceable impression of the 
horror of war and a spirit for 
working for peace that he im- 
pressed equally ineffaceably on his 
daughter. Miss Woolley has for 31 
years been president of Mount Hol- 
yoke College at South Hadley, 
Mass.: she has also been so ardent 
an advocate for peace that Presi- 
dent Hoover has appointed her to 
represent the United States in the 
Geneva Disarmament Conference, 

She is the first woman in the 
history of the country to be named 
to represent it at a conference be- 
tween nations, of such great sig- 
nificance; in fact, it is one of the 
most important positions ever held 
by a woman in the United States. 
She will serve with Ambassador 
Dawes, who will head the delega- 
tion, Senator Swanson of Virginia, 
and others who are still to be an- 
nounced. 

The appointment, needless to say, 
is being received with great ac- 
claim by women leaders through- 
out the country, for she has been 
foremost among the leaders for 
many years, and is known for hes 
strong and capable ,»ersonality. 

As head of the girls’ college she 
has made that institution outstand- 
ing because of the educational 
standards in effect. Her super- 
vision of the college has reflected 
her personality, and her personal 
principles; she firmly believes, and 
inculcates in her assistants, thet an 
educated person should be the kind- 
est, the finest, the most honorable 
and the most considerate person 
that education, to avoid being 
wasted, should not be purely ego- 
centric. 

Thousands of girls have been di- 
rectly or indirectly under her su- 
pervision during her many years 
as an educator, and those who 
know and admire Miss Woolley 
maintain that her influence is as 
far-reaching as that of any single 
woman could be: some of her 
students have furthered her pre- 
cepts by becoming associated with 
other educational institutions, some 
by establishing women’s colleges 
both in this country and in Europe 
and Asia, and some by their ac- 
tivities for the public welfare. She 
has been responsible, among other 
things, for the addition of 15 new 
buildings to the former 10 at the 
college, during her presidency.

ISS WOOLLEY, in addition to 
M her work in behalf of peace, 

is an ardent advocate of de- 
mocracy that for which it stands. 
Mount Holyoke is managed on that 
principle. It is a self-governing 
institution, with the general wel- 
fare of the members of the col- 
lege, students, faculty, community, 
the chief consideration. 

A comprehensive idea of her 
views and methods in the educa- 
tion of women may be best ob- 
tained from excerpts from an ar- 
ticle appearing under her name in 
the May, 1926, issue of “The 
Woman Citizen.” In it she ex- 
peunds her doctrines for the prep- 
aration of girls for their future 
place in life. 

“Student contentions that demoec- 
racy and self-government among 
them is non-existent because they 
must attend chapel, must not 
smoke, or must in one way or an- 
other adjust themselves to other 
Opinions than their own,” she says 
in part. “are really samples of the 
whole problem of government in 
our time. The relation of the stu- 
dent self-governing groups to the 
administration of the college rep- 
resents the relation between the 
individual and the weight of con- 
stituted authority and social cus- 
toms in a democracy. 

“Of course, it is possible to push 
this analogy too far... The stu- 
dents are but one organized body 
within the larger organization which 
constitutes the college. Often, like 
similar groups within the larger 
organization of the state, they com- 
Plain of a lack of representtion— 
when all they mean is that other 
groups are being represented be- 
sides themselves. . 

“So much of the government of 
the modern student body is in its 
own hands that I think we may 
@@nsider student self-government a 
genuine training ground for citi- 
zenship, regardiess of its limita- 
tions. Indeed, for young people 
these limitations tend to bring out 
the real problem of self-government 
which inside our schools and out- 
side them, is how to adjust be- 
tween the sense of responsibility 
for onesélf and respect for author- 
ity. I am convinced that this par- 
ticular adjustment which the col- 
lege student may learn to make, 
but which many people outside the 
college never learn ,is necessary if 
our social system is not to go on 
the rocks.
